; Bout the year 1648. the Ordinan- 
% ccs of Chriſt , being all of them ad- 
| miniſtred by M*. Carb DoWne in 

> his Church at Exerer, I, and my 
wife conſidering with our ſelves, that for the 
ſpace of two or three ycars then laſt paſt, we 
had not partak't of the Lords Supper, and be- 
ing deſirous topartake thereof, wc thought it 
our duty to endeavour to be admitted to joyn 
with that Church in that Ordinance, and ha- 
ving made our addreſles, we were (after exa- 
mination) admitted , and did partake in all or- 
dinances with them. 

About two years after , 24”, Szucley begin- 
ning to gather a Church in Exezerin the con- 
gregational way, A friend of ours, tclling us | 
what purity of Ordinances and excellent Ad- 
miniſtrations they had amongſt them , even 
to admiration, And deſiring me to ride to B:- 
aeford to behold the Goſpel-order they had 
in M*. YYilliam Barilets Church there, and the 
ex

dinances by him, we being by this great xe- 
port of purer ordinances and adminiſtrations, 
rapt up into a fools paradiſe, forthwith de- 
fired our friend to propoſe usto MF. Szucleys 
congregation for our reception , Which he 
did accordingly, And upon notice from him 
at the day appointed, we preſented our ſclyes 
at theirmecting; And(being delired) we ſpake 
our: experiences, and ſo were diſmiſſed un- 
till another time, when we were ſent for by 
them, and accordingly came, and were ad- 
mitted; and continued in fellowſhip with 
them about four years; Afﬀer which time du- 
ring our ſaid fellowſhip : There was a Peti- 
tion, in the name of the Church, broughr ro 
my houſe for me to ſign, The ſubſtance of 
which was to pray the Lord Prote&for not to 
accept ofthe Kingly Office, And it was ſaid-, 
there wasa clauſe init, toprap\the Lord Prote- 
forto diſſolve the Parliament. Whereupon1 
told the party that broughtit, Thatrhe Parlia- 

ment were wiſe enough for ſtare-affairs, with 

which they were intruſted, Andfor me, or 
any private perſon , to medle with ſuch great 
matters, were very fooliſhneſle, and fo refu- 

ſedtoſign it; The party that brought this pe- 

tition' told me, thatit wasto be ſigned onely 

by ſeven of the Church in the name of the 

whole; And accordingly it was ſigned by 

\ ſome 


excellent manner of adminiſtration ofthe.or- | 
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[ ſome few of the Church, and fent up, others 


of the Church not knowing thereof, untill the 
tumor thereof was ſpread about the whole 
City , The which my wife obſerving, ſaid, 
This is no fair dealing, and defired me tobe 
wary what I'did. This being the firſt diſteliſh 
my wife had of their proccedings, it was ſe- 
conded by a friend that cane to my houſe, 
who asked me whether Lhad ſigned the Peti- 
tion that the Church had ſent up? To whom 


I anſwered , I had not, he replyedI am glad 


with all my heart yd did not, for (ſaid he) 
there is that inthe Petition for which ſome 
eminent Stateſ*men have loſt their heads, and 
faid, It was judged by the long Parliament to 
be Treaſon for any one to Counſel or per- 
ſwade- the King to difſſolvethe Parliament, as 
you may ſec inthe Gaſes of the Archbiſhop , 
and Straffoxd. My wife hearing this diſcourſe, 
her heart began to grow, :nd could not but 
yent herſelf alittle, ſaying, thatſhe feared the 
Church carried on ſome particular mans inte- 
reſt, and begged mc TI would be excceding 
wary what I did , and havercſpe@to my ſelf, 
her , and our children; But yet (as to the 
Church was very quiet) the next time that 
we went to the Church-meeting, was a day 
ofprayer; At whichtime, oneamongſt the 
reſt prayed much after the rate ofthe Petition; 
And had this paſſage concerning the Lord 

Protector 


And a great deal more of ſuch ſtuff, when I 
and my wife came home, ſhe asked me how TI 
like thoſe paſſages, and aid me thinks itis like 
ME. Feaks praying; I anſwered her, and ſaid, If 
he pray ſo again, I will never hear him more : 
 Hereupon my wife beganto flagg in her affe- 
Qion towards their way, andnow every thing 
that was amiſle began to be thought on by her, 
and.in particular , the expreſſions of ſome of 
their members, who , irfmaking out their ex- 
periences atthcir admiſſions, ſpake of ſuch ſins 
asSarenot tobe named, which thing ſhe ſaid 
bordered too nigh Auricular confeſſion. 

The next time my wife went tothe meeting, 
was aday appointed by the Church for thank(- 
giving , forthat God was pleaſed to prevent 
ſomc inſurrection by the fift-Monarchy-men , 

. & for that the Lord Protector would not accept 
the Kingly office, when ſhe had waited long 
atthe place, the people were dilmiſt without 
doing any thing for that time, for that the 
Lord Prozedter had then given but his firſt ne- 
gative anſwer, My witc returned home mugh 
diſcontented that I had not told her the occa- 
ſion of that days meeting before ſhe went,and 
faid , thatfor her part, ſhe apprehended that 
ſome of them did carry on a — carnal 
deſign.

ProtedFor : Lord humble him , What would [ 
he have? Is he not high enough already? | 
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Afterthis there was a Covenant broughtin- 
tothe Church , to be debated in order to the 
taking thereof, and all or a great part thereof 
was aſſented unto by them; but my wife ha- 
vinga Copy thereoffrom the Elder , ſhe utter- 
ly diflik't it , eſpecially, rwo perticulars there- 


in; The one whereof was a Tying of them up 


wholy to hearthem when they preach't , and 
no other without their leave; and the other 
was, that we were to exſpe(t a greater bleſ- 
ſing from God on their Miniſtry then any 
others. 

All theſe particulars being Jaid together 
made ſuch impreſſions on her thoughts , that 
ſhe reſolved , not to joyn any 'longer with 
them on ſuch termes , or in the manner as 
formerly, But forthwith went and joyncd her 
ſelf to Ar. Marke Downes Church from 
whence ſhe formerly departed, profeſling her 
hearty ſorrow for her departure thence , and 
ſaying, ſhe was per[waded the Lord had ma- 
nifeſted his diſpleaſure againſt her for the ſame, 
which ſhe apprehended by reaſon of thoſe 
many viſitations on herſelf, andthe death of 
her children ; The Thurſday next before the 
Sacrament at Ar. Stucleys Church, I did not- 
withſtanding deſire herto go with me to the 
meeting in way ofpreparation thercunto, but 
ſhe refuſed, alleadging the reaſons before men- 
tioned; whereupon one of M*, SzwurleysChurch, 
that

Forde, which] 
did, and ſhe asked ofhim, whether he did. cyer 
declare himſclfto be for general admiſſion to 
the'Lords Supper, who anſwered, he was nc- 
ver ofthat opinion , and whoſoever ſaid that 
he was , did much wrong him. 'This traducing 
of Mr, Forde, andthcir common (lighting of 
@thers, thatare not of their way ( though ne- 
verſo godly) helped to heighten her diflatis- 
faction. FO. 

Within tew dayes after came one (now ar 
Elder of their Church) to admonith my wifc 
fornot coming to their private meetings; To 
whome the antwered, ſhe intended to come 
Bo more amonlt them ; tor that there was 
ſuch kind ofpraying and carry ipg on defigns, 
that ſhe could no way cloſe with , and reter- 
red hjimto me for the farther knowledge of 
her mind:ſhortly after he brings with him onc 
more, and aftec that others came, but ſhe

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k | would give them no other anſwer then for- 


merly,noradmitof anyother private diſconrle, 
with them ( remembring how M-. Parr was 
entangled by them) unlels chey would admit

- | fently be granted, pretending, that no others 


dF were to have to do with the buſines of their 


| Church , which look upon as adangerous 


principle ; but at length they conſented ; and 
when borhparties met together; They were 
asked what they had to layroher charge, who 
anſweredto this effect, that they charged her 
for going from their Church ; which they 
faid was Schifme,and no other thing had they 
to charge her withalk to whom the other party 
anfwered , ſaying, you are the Schiſmaticks 
inzending from other Churches , and pro- 
dnced M* Cawaries Book to prove the ſame 
Fhich was all the ſubſtance ofthe debateat 
thar mceting. Shortly after this, M*. Srucley 
defires ro ſpeak with my wife , who ſent him 
word that ſhe would not come to him fingle 
oralone, butifhe & M-. Mell/plealed to meet 
two other Miniſters with her , thar ſhe ſhould 
nominate , ſhe would fabmit ro their joynt 
determination : But this was utterly refuſed 
by him ; although it was offered him again & 
again. After the former Admonition by thoſe 
of the Church , I my ſelf uſed arguments to 
per-

neſſe, and harſhneſle, that I have caule to re- 
pent, for ſtrayning the ſtrings ſo high, thar it 
brake out into ſome. words of heat, and dif: 
content; but at length, I and my wite aCcor- 
ded to have the Cale juſtly 'ftated , whether 
thoſe things before mentioned, at which ſhe 
was ſo much offended , were ſufficient cauſe 
to withdraw from M-. Szacleys Church, and 
20 to another. Now where to find fit perſons 
for the reſolving of this queſtion , we knew 
not for the preſent, -being both, of us tender to 
cngagethe Miaiſtersof this City ,lcaſt it might 
prove ofill conſequence, orbeget ſome Ani- 
molity between them upon the. determinati- 
on of the queſtion; and therefore we mutual- 
ly agrecd togo to Taunton; where we thought 
we might bc ,well ſatisfied by ſome friends 
there ; without more ado; the time for our 
journey was prefixt andthe day-came , buta 
friend that was to accompany us , being im; 
ployed upon ſome publick butinefle, our jour. 
ncy wasput oft, and no other day appointed; 
My wife having waited about ten days longer, 
and I too often preſſing arguments againſt her 
withdrawing from MF. Szceleys Church, ſhe

her, and we.lodged there that nightiua very 
friendly manner , and the nextmorning when 
I awaked,; asking her whether ſhe intended 
her journey, ſhe told me that I had too long 
delayed her, and that ſhe was now reſolved for 
Taun10n to her friends, tobe atisficd about the 
former queſtion; and forthat purpoſe had ſent 
toa Kinſman of ours in Somer/er, to bringmy 
Mare, which he there kept, and furniture with 
bim ta Honztan s tO Carry her to Taunton;

ly; Andi had then a grcat mind to haye car- 
ricd her thither, burour friend with us, having 
urgent occaſions to return to, Exeter ; we wil- 
lingly'came-home together, with him; reſol- 
ving upon anather journey thither afterwards; 
which we undertook accordingly. But failed 
of thatfull fatisfation ws expected, M*.,S1u- 
cley having becn there with our friends be- 

fore-hand., and (as I baye cauſe to tuſpett) 
had tampered with thera about our buiines;

I remembred my wife of her failing or miſcar:- 
riage, in not acquainting me with her journey, 
who anſwered {wirh tears) that ſhe was ſen- 
ſible of the evil thereof, but intended no harm 
thereby , and deſired the Lord to humble her, 
and forgive her for it, and prayed me to for- 
give her, which did with all my heart. 
Now, Reader, I have given thee the true 
Ind impartial ſtate and ſtory of the occaſion , 
mahner & end of my wifes going to Horrron, 
which M*. Srzucley hath repreſented by a falſe 
perſpeive, or multiplying- glafſle, and moſt 
unworthily terms,running away from her huſ- 
band; whereofſhe never had the leaſt thought.

It would be alſo tedious and troubleſome 
to enumerate the odious railing names and 
Epithites (of Char, Iſmael , Shimei , Rabſheka, 
apoſtate;broadfac'd lie, brafenfac'dlie,purid lie, 
egregious lie , with ſuch like excrementitious 
ſtuffe , that hath drop't from his venemous 
pen; and wherewith his Book is full fraught, 
as if compoſed ar Bedlam or Billings-gate, un- 
beſeeming any ſober C hriſtian, much more a 
Paſtor of a congregation.

of darkneſle in due time, tis neither pride nor 
policy can hinder. Had Ipubliſhed MF. Srwcleys 
privity.to the uncomm:ſlionated opening of 
other mens letters, and taking Copies of Ma- 
ter S,ows, and MF. YYe/#lkes Poſtletters, to 
lay up by him; ſuggeſting to his Church mem- 
bers that theſe men endeavoured the ruine of 
. the Church, and that God had broken their 


deſignes: and appointing thankſgiving dayes - 


for the ſame (a mere trick to alienate their af- 
fetions from them)! ſay,had I publiſhed theſe 
pranks;I ſyppolſe they would. not come under 
the notion of M*Sreclrys infirmities but ſome- 
what ofa higher nature. Is it not a petty piece 
of Burglary think you, to unlock and break o- 
pen the cloſed Cabinet of another mans breaſt 
and bolome,to rob him of his ſecrets, his heart 
lewels? is not this ſomewhat abovean infir- 
mity ? If not I ſhould have concealed it, but 
I dare not be acceſſary to ſuch things, & there- 
fore] ſay, My Maſters beware of your letters. 

Next M-.Stucley proceeds to rejoyce, That 
Shimezthis railing tongue, and Rabſhekahbs letters 
{hould conduce to his and his Churches repu- 
ration, 

Stay Reader, peruſe my Narrative: wherel 
pray doth MF. Srucley find Shimet his railing 
rongue or Aabſhekahs letters? doth he not 
dream? Is itnot in his Pamphict, he love to 
triumph 
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| triumph before the victory: firſt let him take 


my anſwer intended for his conviction , and 
then if it conduce to their reputation , much 
good doc it them, I hope God will work good 
out of it, when his eyes ſhall be opened co (ee 
his crrour, and ro make him ſenſible of his 
high flown conceits of his; and his Churches 
infallibilities, & to make him really to adore 
the divine juſtice rowards him , who ſceks to 
advance his & his Churches glory and great- 
neſle, by the defamation of honeſt conſcien- 
tious Chriſtians, who endeavour to walke ho- 
neſtly both in the ſight of God and men. 

In the laſt place he ends his Epiſtle with an 
Apologie for his tartneſs in his enſuing Book; 
and pleades the Law of nature for doing right 
to himſelf, forgetting ) it ſeems) the Law of 
grace, that forbids wronging his Neighbour, 
God isnot to be found(as one ſayes)in the rag- 
ing fire of oppoſition, but inthe ſweet breath- 
ings and ſoft voice of Truth and love. 

I leave his Epiſtle, & proceed to take a ſhort 
ſurvey of what follows in his Pamphlet. 

In his firſt page, he cavils at the Title ofmy 
Book in that 'its called, Truths manifeſt , and 
ſeeks to cloud it, witha thicke fog or miſtof 
48. lies which I doubt not cre I have done, 
will call him father,and be juſtly laid at his own 
door: of theſe in their proper place. 

In his ſecond page, he hath a firiyolous w_ 
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ble or exception againſt the Authour, in that, 
*tis faid Toby Alleina (late) member &c. which 
he ſayes denotes; either my excommunication, 
or diſmiſſion; or Apoſtaciefrom them, &*c. 

I anſwer I was in the firſt place denied Com- 
munion with his Church , ſome ofthem told 
me, they were offended at M*#. Downs baptiz- 
ing my child, and at my forbearing them pri- 
vate meetings, and I muſt not be admitted in 
ſuch ſins; In the next placel gavethem notice 
that for their unjuſt excommunicating my 
wife, and refuſing to give any reaſon or ſatit- 
faction about ir, and for other reaſons (which 
the reader will ſeeere I have ended)] did with- 
draw from them, and could walk no longer 
with them; and ſo I tiled my ſelf (alate mem- 
ber) as] hope was proper enough, thoughnot 
aQtually excommunicated , nor diſmiſſed by 
them; and yet forall this I hope, Iam no other- 
wiſe an Apoftate, then Luther was, who faid 
he was an Apoſtate, but it was from errour to 
truth, . 

But MnwSzucleys Church is now become of- 
fended and muſtbe fatisficd, ere they will ſay 
farewellto Toby. 

Well atisfation muſt be had, andI hope 
I ſhall fatisfie thoſe that are capable of ſatisfa- 
con; TheChurch requires ſatisfation becauſe 
I ſay; 'They have unjuſtly curſed my wife ; 
And1requirefatisfation becaulc they did un- 
uſtly curſe ker, Ms. Stu- 


F-- M-.Stwucley pray S*, be ingenious; haveI nor 


offered by word and writing; that I was ready 
roreceive your charge ( if you had any againft 
me) and to ſubmir ro the determination of 
godly judicious, and indifferent Miniſters or 
privare Chriſtians ? And have you not refuſed 
this; Calling them forreiners; and will referre 
it to none but your own Church, MF. Eve- 
leigh, Owen , &C. partics as deeply guilty as 
your (ſelfe, inthis male adminiſtration, theſe 
mult be rhe indifferent [udges. Todetermine 
whether you and themſelves haye done right, 
or wrong in your proceedings, none elſe muſt 
intermeddle in your Church affaires, and why? 
'Tis your principle, a principle without Scrip., 
ture precept or preſident, a punctilio, or de- 
vice to waveandevadethehearing oftheJudi 
cious, leaſt the nakedneſſe of your caule ap- 
pearc, and your ſhame be diſcovered, SF. 
I hope you did Reverence Jearned MF. Bur- 
roughs, if lo, pray take the paines tolook into 
his Heart-diviſions pag. 43 : where he ayes. 

Thoſe in the Congregattonall way acknoWledec, 
that th eyare bound in conſcience io give ACcomnt 
of their wayes to the Churches about them , or 
ro any other, Who ſhall require it, this ( ſaith he) 
rot in an Arbitrary Way, but as a duty they own 
to God and man. 

_ Obſerve , hemakes nodiſtinQion, but ſayes 
to the Churches about them; or any other, 
that 


only as his own opinion, but as the judgement 
of thoſe of the congregationall way in gene- 
rall. Pray tcll me, how you will reconcile 
your praQtice with this judgement ? I would 
willingly know why ? or upon what different 
principle it was, that you refuſed to give MF, 
Nicolls, MF. Bartlet , M*. Downe any account 
or ſatisfation touching the reaſon & grounds 
ofthoſe your proceedings, when thoſe three 
Miniſters detired it , after you had ſent them 
your monition ( in the nature of a mandatum ) 
that they were to take notice that you and 
your Church had Excommunicated M=.

Next M*.Szucley raiſes querres, upon 
the contents of my Teſtimoniall,({imple ones 
God knows:)how caly is it to pay him home 
in his own Coyne; May it not be ask'tofhim, 
1. whcther he as not an unrighteous Steward 
in his cauſcl:Mle curſing my wite ? Secondly *' 
whether he be not better affected to his 1zdc+ 
pendent party and intereſt, then ro the Com- 
mon-wealth? thirdly whether he hath not rai- 
ſed more diviſions in the Churches of Chriſt 
in Exeter by gathering a Church out of other 
Churches, then ever was knownin Exeter be- 
fore?

Reader, be pleaſed to take notice, that after 
M-. Stuctey had libelloufly flandrcd my wifcin 
pulpitandprint , before Iprintedmy Narrative 
I demanded (by ſeverall letters)fatisfaftion for 
this publick defamation, as a breach of the 
Laws both of God and man - Telling him, 
that if he would ſhew the mattcr of fat nuly 
ſtated, and a poſlitive Scripture, or Law of 
man, for ſuch a procedure on ſuch a fa& or 'its 
parallel, he ſhould convince me.

I amtnot ignorant thatT am to encounte?, 
one , that Goliah - like ſeems to bee armed 
Cap-a pe; Heis a Scholer, which I pretend 
not to, therefore the diſadvantage lies on my 
fide; ButI truft my caulſeis good, and my de- 
figoe is ſatisfation, and therefore ſhall nor 
fear to take lcave humbly to propoſe a few 
queries tO ſerious conſideration. . | 

Firſt , whether a particular Church may 
impoſe, preſle or practice any thing thar is not 
warranted by Sccipture precept, Apoſtolicall 
joſtitution , or primitive C hurchpraQice? 

Secondly , whether, If ſuch things be im- 
poſcd prefied or drawen into praftice , by a 
particular Church, the Church members may 
not refuſe it as arbitrary and after their decla- 


ring difſatisfaCtion in point of conſcience may. 


- not withdrawe from ſuch Church , till they 
reccive ſatisfaftion; and for non-ſatisfation , 
wholly deſcttir. 

Thirdly whether a particular Church de- 
nying, or tying up it's members by Cove. 
nant , compact or otherwiſe from commu- 
nion with other Churches of Chrilt in the or- 
dinances, andit's refuſing to admit the mem- 
bers of other Churches of Chriſt / profeſſed 
belicyers and otderly livers )to communicate 
With them, in the ordinances, be warrantable 
by ScNpture rule, Apoſtolicall inſtitution, or 
rximative ptactice, of on the contrary, be ſe- 
pera- 
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T peration & ſchiſme in ſuch particular Church. 


Fourthly , whether there be any Scripture 
Rule, or Parſident , for aparticular Church, 
to erect private mectings., and there to pray, 
preach, and carry on defignes and particular 
intereſts, relating toſtate affaircs ro promote 
ſelf-edification in ſtead of fole-cdification? — 
and ifnot. 

- Fiftly , whether a Churchmember , ſecing 
the danger, and taking offence at ſuch praQti- 
ces, having declared againſt it, may not in con- 
ſcience abſtaine and withdraw from ſuch, 
andjoynin the ordinances with other congre. 
gations of Gods people, without incurring the 
guilt of Shciſme. 

In thenextplacel ſhallpoint M*. Szucley , 
to ſome paſſages of the late revercnd and lear- 
ned MF. Burroughs in his heart-divifions pag. 
173. & 174. 

If(fayes he) the cauſe of leaving communion 
be juſt , then thoſe who gave this cauſe are the 
ſchiſmatiks,not thoſe who withdraw upon it,thus 
the Governors of the Church may be the ſchiſma- 
ticks and a private member withdrawing may 
be free. 

And again, if Governours impoſe that 
which is not neceſſary (though in it ſelf not 
ſinful ) and will not beare with the weakneſfles 
of ſuch, as think it to be cvill, ifupon that, 
they be forced to withdrawe in this the Go- 
VEr- 


, vernours are the Schiſmaticks. x 
And againc in pag; 50. The, power ofthe 
Church { ſayes he} extends not-to the puniſh. 
ment of everything, that cither may by the 
Governours of it be conccived to beevill, or 
that is indeed evill, but onely ſuch things, as 
ſome way or other appeare to be againſt con- 
viction and are obſtinatcly perſiſted on, &c. 
. Andin pag. 52. thoſe that will goe farther, 
they will puniſh for every cvill, and if they uſe 
meanes to convince them, and they be not. 
convinced , they willjadge them obſtinate , & 
proceed againſt them accordingly , thoſe 
challenge & exerciſe notthe power of Chriſt, 
but Antichriſt. 

And againe pag 67. this is generally heldby 
our Brethren (faith he) If a man be rightly caſt, 
out of communion with one Church, he is 
thereby caſt out of all. If this be ſo(ſayeshe ) 
then ſurely many things mult be ſuffered , be- 
fore we procced to caſt out a member, it muſt 
not be for every error of miſcarriage , thus al- 
ſo Be. Davenant in his rules, for peace , thele 
may not be cut off from communion with par-. 
ticular Churches , who remaine Jjoyned to the. 
Catholick Church, 

And againe pag, 9o. Prelatical ſpirits in- 
deed account it their honour to force mento 
be oftheir mind; 'tis their glory , that they can 
ſay to the conlciences of men , bow downe 
before 


{ before us:a gracious 


ſpirit abhorrs the thought 
of ſuch a Tyrany. 

T heſethings thuspremiſed and conſidered, 
I apply itto the caſe in hand, intheſe few en- 
ſuing queres, 5 

Firſt I enquire, . what other meaning or 
conſtruction but impoſing and preſſing things 
unneceſſary, can bemade or put on thoſe paf- 
ſages and praCtices in your Covenant (for ſo 
your Elder Mr. Ewveleigh named it to meand 
my wife)(v/7.) that we ſhould hear you, when 
you preacht, and noe others, without your 


| leave, and that we muitexpeR agreater blel- 


ſing on your Miniſtry , then any others, and 
that we muſt frequent your private meetings, 
or be accountable to you and your officers 
for our default? Have you any Scripture-rule 
or primitive Church praQtice for theſe, and 
for ſuch preſſing. of them (as your Elder did) 
on meand my wife to ſubſcribe unto them? 
and as for your denying liberty to commu- 
nicate at the Lords table with other Churches 
of Chriſt, where is your Scripture-rule or rea- 
ſon forit ?Is not this an impoſing and preſſing 
of things unneceſſary. 

In the ſecond place I enquire, whether I 
and my wife did not refuſe to ſubſcribe this 
Covenant npon grounds of diſlatisfattion, in 
point of conſcience : prayask your Elder , didI 
not tell him I muſt firſt ſee dire& proof, or

found conſequence from Scriptures, to con- | 


vince me that this was an injunQtion oof Chriſt 
and notarbitraric, ere I could ſubmit eo it. 

And pray ask him farther , did not my wife 
tell hinathat ſhe found no ſuch rule of Chriſt , 
norobligation upon Chriſtians, and could not 
in conſcience fubmit or yield to beſoried up , 
but deſired to Rand faſt in the liberty where- 
with Chriſt had made her free, or that effe&, 
this, I (ay wedid refuſe to be ingaged untoin 
point of con(cience. 

Thirdly , 1 cnquire farther , did not my wife 
tell M-. Eveleigh and MF. whitchorne , two of 
your members, that came to admonith her 
fornot qpmming to your private meetings, 
that ſhe was offended at your carrying on ſcl- 
fiſh delignes and intereſts, under pretence of 
ferving God, atſuch times, appearing both in 
your praycrs and praCtices, and that ſhe could 
not, withagood conſcience joyn with ſuch, 
but would leave you, eſpecially after ſhe had 
heard Capr. Rolls his ſtrange praying, and the 
Churches perrilons petitioning the ProreFor, 
which youſcnt me toſubſcribe , whereof the 
danger was repreſentedto heras my Narrative 
dothexpreflc, hadſhe notzuſt cauſetotake of- 
fence at this? were not ſuch things enongheo 
tumble a woman ,to makeher fear & in point 
of conſcience and prudence alſo , to avoid this 
apprehended danger , both to foul and body? 
Pray let it be conſidered, But 
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But no mention this pecition, muſt take 
heed for Mr. Stwcky is offended as youmay fee

W here he makes the Reader belicye he

If he can 
make any appeare, why doth he yetlic in his 
hole,and refuſe to cbme forth before the judi- 
cious to evince it, and anſwer what he hath 
done:hethinks his pen muſt plead for him,and 
he may printlies, Cum Privzlegtio. 

: . utterly deny thatlI ever joynedi in M". Parrs 
ſuſpenſion; I was fatisfed in her anſwer; and 
ifſhe were ſuſpended, it was unjuſtly done. 

To the fourth, I have anſwered before in my 
Book, and {I think ) have ſufficiently evinced it 
ro be an unrighteous cenſure : I ſhall ſay little 
more to that before Iſce MF. Szwcley proveit to 
be rightcous, which he can never do: he ſhuns 
thelight, for my partT little thought that he 
arid his Church ſhould cycr hayc becn fo far 
left to themſelves , as to proceed fo unrigh- 
teouſ]y..

Tothe 11. and 12'* TfaylT deny not that
